BRADLEY VOTES AGAINST THE BiLL. 



Frankfort, Kv., Jan. 15. — By 
a vote of 71 to 14 the House to- 
day passed the Spalding Bill ap- 
propriating $75,000 to supple- 
ment the fund of about $:t0,000 
already raised by private sub- 
scriptions for a proper presenta- 
tion of Kentucky's resources at 
the World's Fair in St. Louis. 
By the terms of the bill the now 
State Commission, which it cre- 
ates, and which is to serve with- 
out compensation, will take all 
the concessions, contracts and 
assets of the Kentucky Exhibit 
Association, including the Ken- 
tucky building already erected 
on the World's Fair grounds. 
The commission conforms in or- 
ganization to that of the Exhibit 
Association. The passage of the 
bill through the Senate is as- 
sured beyond a doubt and there 
is a possibility of its adoption by 
a unanimous vote. Representa- 
tive li. B. Bradley, of Hopkins, 
voted against the bill.
